and few, if any, ever eLjoy water so 
treated, as a general beverage. In cities 
reasonable care is taken to have good 
watei, and if it is to be used plain it had 
better be fresh drawn and not boiled 
or filtered unless the filtering medium 
is replaced often or rehurned. As verj 
tew persons take the precaution to re- 
charge filters, the only safe thing k, to 
do without one

true that filtered water will show bright- 
er than unfiltered water, it is iko true 
that m passing through a niter which 
has been used for two or three, lonths

If water must be boiled, it had better 


either be used as hot as it can be drank, 
or, if drank when cookecl.be ilavared 
with a small quantity of some mild acid 
to render it palatable.

time and Green Crops. 


BenlflU to be Derived front tlie Combina- 


tion. 


The question of properly fertilizing 


and cultivating our soils is one of impor- 
tance to every farmer in Adams county. 
Whatever may serve to enlarge crops 
should be thought about and read about 
by every practical crop raiser and the re- 
lation and benefit of fertilizers to soil 
made a matter of study. Lime, it seems, 
would be a benefit to almost every farm 
in our community and can be made a 
profitable investment. The following is 
from the Phila. Sword: 


Lime is applied to the soil to the best 


advantage in the late summer or fall. 
Its tendency is downward, hence it is 
advisable to simply broadcast it over the 
surface of land that has been plowed 
and allow the rains to carry it down. 
The best results from lime are obtained 
when a piece of sod land is turned un- 
per, the lime and green material making 
a "combination" superior to either alone. 
Lime cannot take the place of commer- 
cial fertilizers, but as it is so cheap and 
easily obtained it should be used freely 
on all farms aud upon both clay anil 
sandy soils, owning to its chemical and 
mechanical effect on land. It is also 
plant food, entering into the structures 
of all plants, and exists, to a certain ex- 
tent, in every kind of soil, but it is part- 
ly deficient on sandy soils, upon which 
no application ol' lime has been made if 
such soils have been used for the produe- 
ion of crops for several years, especially 
if the soils are porous and easily leached. 


EFFECTS OF LIME ON SOILS. 


Lime as it comes from limestone is 


carbonate of lime until burned, when 
the carbonic acid is then driven off, leav- 
the caustic lime (oxide of calcium). In 
this condition it has an affinity for moist- 
ure, combining with water to form hy- 
drate of lime, which is termed "slak- 
ing," the lime falling to pieces as a fine 
powder. It also absoibs moisture (but 
more slowly) from the air, which is 
known as "air slaking." It still posses- 
ses an affinity for carbonic acid, the 
preference being to return to its original 
condition of carbonate of lime. In other 
words, after the limestone is burned the 
lime derived from it sooner or later 
becomes limestone again, but in a more 
divided condition. It is the effort on 
the part of lime to return to its original 
condition as a carbonate which induces 
it to derive carbonic acid from any and 
all sources, and in so doing it breaks up 
the combinations of other substances in 
the soil, and causes the building up or 
formation of new compounds by the 
disintegration of others, the chemical ac- 
tion being such that many insoluble sub- 
stances are rendered soluble and a great- 
er supply of plant food is supplied to 
crops. 


O.KEEX CROPS. 


When lime is used oi> land that has 


grown a green crop, aud which has been 
recently turned under, ti.e lime immedi- 
ately inducts chemical action, especially 
witn the enormous amount of vegetable 
matter in a succulent or green condition, 
forming numerous salts, and thus hast- 
ening decomposition. The action of lime 
on green material is too varied to enter 
into details, as the characteristics of the 
soil and its fertility are factors to be con- 
sMered, but it is profitable to all farmers 
who grow green manurial crops to apply 
lime, and it may also be added that 
where clover or grass are to be seeded 
down this fall or next spring lime is a 
special fertilizer, and always gives excel- 
lent results, but should be followed by 
other fertilizers, as lime of itself is not a 
complete plant food. It is cheap enough 
to be within the reach of all and should 
be used freely.

The t'se of Bran in the Dairy. 
As a plant makes all its substance 


from food, and it is necessary for the 
production of a crop to supply it with 
every element of its substance in due 
proportion, so witb animals, every ele- 
lueut of the liody and the expected pro- 
duct, is to be supplied in excess of those 
needed to sustain life. Bran is a valu- 
able food for certain purposes. It sup- 
plies the material for making bone, and 
this is needed by old animals as well as 
young, for it is known that the bones of 
an old animal are replaced to some ex- 
tent during the whole of its existence. 
It is also an excellent flesh-producing 
food, and it provides the elements of 
milk except the fat. Bran has all the 
needed elements of nutrition for the sus- 
tenance of life in the proportion requir- 
ed, but it is deficient in the fat needed 
for butter. This, alone, it is not a suit- 
able food for the dairyman. To furnish 
the quantity of fat for a pound ot butter, 
a cow must eat forty pounds of bran, 
allowing for the unavoidable waste. 
But twenty pounds of cornmeal would 
supply the needed fat, if no other food 
were used. In practice it has been found 
that six pounds of bran and the same of 
cornmeal is a good ration for a cow that 
may be expected to give one pound of 
butter per day in addition to good clover 
hay. But as bran is an excellent feed 
for making bone and llesh, it is the best 
for growing animals or for sheep rearing 
a lamb, and making a fleece. An excel- 
lent food for calves consists of cut hay, 
wetted and mixed with—for ten pounds 
of itr-one pound of corn meal, and three 
pounds of bran. This, with as much 
good clover hay as will be eaten clean, is 
enough for two calves per day.—A men- 
can Aqrici'Unrit!.

Humane Treatment ot Horses. 


Cruelty or Cardes'ne-ss In Expensive. 


It pays to treat farm animals kindly. 


The steers or bogs dogged around, kick- 
ed, and abused generally, do not fatten 
so well as those humanely treated; and 
the maltreated cow does not give so 
much milk as the one kindly treated and 
petted. No farm animal gives a greater 
or more substantial return for kindness 
than the horse. The abused horse is 
never safe. Tear is bis constant com- 
panion, and lie may kick or' run away at 
any time. lie wears much faster than 
the animal not kept at a high nervous 
tension. And galls ami sores directly 
reduce his capacity for work. 


Farm animals are treated much more 


humanely now than they were fifty years 
ago ; but there is yet much room for im- 
provement. 
Almost evsry day I see 


horses working with galled shoulders or 
sore backs or sides. These sores make 
the animal suffer and reduce his capac- 
ity for woik. In nineteen cases out of 
twenty they would be prevented by a lit- 
tle, very little, intelligentcara. Such care 
is profitable m dollars antl cents, not to 
speak of the higher moti ve for its exercise. 


Sometimes galls are the result of igno- 


rance, not indifference. Two hours ago 
I saw passing a horse with a very sore 
shoulder. I know his owner and driver 
well—not acruel man, but unintelligent, 
having a very poor "thinker." 1 called 
to him and asked him why he drove a 
horse with such a shoulder. He said he 
had to use the horse, and hud done all 
he could to get the shoulder well, and he 
called my attention to the grease he had 
put on the sore and to the pad—and the 
pad was placed right on the sore! When 
[ inquired why the pad was so placed 
(where it aggravated the evil), I was told 
that it was soft and ought to make the 
pressure on the soie spot easier. Jt had 
not occurred to the driver that the pad 
so placed really increased the pressure 
on that spot. In ten minutes there was 
a good pad just above the sore and an- 
othei just below it, and none over it; and 
my friend had some instructions about 
curing galls, which I will repeat. 


Hut, lirst, about a good pad. It is not 


a very thick one—usually half an inch in 
thickness when the iuiimal is pulling is 
better than more-hut a broad pad ; and 
it is never stuffed with cotlon or wool, 
which forms into hard lumps in a short 
time, but with line timothy hay, which 
does not foim into lumps and which 
does not lose its elasticity. A hay pad 
springs the collar forward as soon as the 
draught is removed, resting and cooling 
the shoulder. The best pad is made of 
an old trousers leg, wrapped around the 
collar, and held in place by the harries 
Of course there should be very little hay 
under the names and lulu-cm tl,c t.<jll>ir 
H nd tlif nick nf th, lHr.v. 


As for those instructions, the first is a 


(Zoii'l. Don't put grease of any kind on 
a gall. It softens the hide, increasing 
the probability of its being broken and 
worn off; and if the flesh is exposed, 
grease keeps it tender and tnore sensitive 
while not aiding so much as some other 
things in healing. The best preventive 
of galls, after 1lr,.,«,•!,, ,;ii;H;/ collars, is 
stong salt water, used as a bath on the 
shoulders each evening. Its use should 
be begun four weeks before the animals 
are put in the plow in the spring. I 
wrap a cloth around one end of a corn- 
cob, on which a string will hold it secure- 
ly in place, on account of the cob being 
rough. A handful of salt is throiMi in 
a fruit can kept tor the purpose, the can 
is nearly filled with water, stirred with 
the cob till the salt is dissolved, and then 
the bath is applied with the cob and 
cloth. This salt-wati r bath is also the 
best cure forjgalls of which I know. It, 
reduces inflammation and swelling very 
rapidly. If the skin is broken, wait till 
a dry Him is formed over the exposed 
llesh (which will soon form when the 
pressure of the collar is removed; before 
applying the bath.

ludicatioijs of a Big- Corn Crop. 
The area planted in corn last year was 


76,000,000 acres, although the acreage 
from which the harvest was finally com- 
puted was only 62,382,260 acres. The 
difference represented the area abandon- 
ed or diverted to other crops. . The aver- 
age yield per acre last season was only 
19.4 bushels; but in the big crop years 
1889 and 1891 it was 27 bushels per acre. 
There is little doubt that the acreage 
this year will be fully as large as in 1S91, 
when it was over 76,000,000 acres, and 
produced a crop of 2,060,151,000 bushels; 
and in view of the increased corn plant- 
ing in the South, and the probable addi- 
tions to the acreage by the utilization of 
area abandoned by other crops, it may 
equal or surpass that of 1889, when from 
an area of 78,319,657 acres a harvest of 
2,112,892,000 bushels, the largest on re- 
cord, was secured. 


The country would have cause to re- 


joice in the event of a duplication of that 
banner year yield. Plentifulness of corn 
would be an experience that the consum- 
ers of the United Suites have not enjoy- 
ed since 1891. It would mean cheaper 
l>eef and hog products, and a consequent 
expansion of the export trade in meats 
and lard; and it would afford an oppor- 
tunity which has been lacking during 
the last year to make a practical test of 
the effect of the missionary work that 
has been done in educating European 
consumers in the use of corn for human 
food, as it is extensively used nowhere 
else than in the United Stales. Fortun- 
ately, all the conditions are now favor- 
able for the realization of the hope of u 
big yield of corn, although the critical 
period in the development and maturing 
of the plant has yet to come.— Iteainl.

AVatcr Cows Oftencr. 


A writer in Fam, .Toitrnul calls atten- 


tion to the frequency with which cows 
drink while in pasture, saying the water 
provided for cows, at any season of the 
year, is a factor on which depends largely 
not only the profits abJ income from 
the dairy business, but ihe health and 
thrift of the cows themselves, and at all 
timts free access to pure water should be 
allowed. Did you ever watch cows in 
pastures ? They graze, contentedly, lie 
down and chew the cud under some tree, 
and then all get up and slowly go to the 
spring or stream. They never "drink 
like fish" or as a man at. the railroad 
lunch counter. They have no notion of 
saving time. As an unthinking boy, I 
used U> get impatient with their deliber- 
ate ways. Each cow will dabble in the 
spring and use ten minutes to half an 
hour drinking what sne will be forced to 
gulp down in two minutes in winter, and 
ice water at that. They will begin to 
feed again placidly, only to return later 
for another little drink. At evening the 
cows linger by the river, loath to leave 
it for the yard during the night. On be- 
ing turned out at 5:30 or 6:00 o'clock the 
next morning they preceed to drink be- 
fore eating. All this on green food. 
What must be their condition fed only 
on dry hay bedded on dry lloora, and 
standing with dry hoofs with only one 
or two shivering drinks daily all winter! 
If o wonder they laasen their flow of milk 
and then go dry; no wonder ensilage is 
counted a wonderful food. A brute 
that is fretful from any cause ia unprofit- 
able and a dissatisfied, suffering cow 
am bat yield milk unfit for babies if not 
tot men and woman.

ways he used by a competent veterina- 
rian. The use of the knife on farm ani- 
mals is almost a passion with some peo- 
ple, and this inclination cannot be too 
strongly condemned. 
Its gratification 


j9 nearly always unnecessary, not infre- 
quently is very harmful, and is always 
very painful. Don't stick a sharp knife 
blade into a gall. It is a relic of barbar- 
ism. 


The best preventive of galls is well- 


lilting harness. Harness should never 
be bought when the animal is not at hand 
to be well lilted. This is true of all 
parls of the harness, and particiilaily of 
the collar. There is as great variety in 
horses' shoulders as there is in men's 
noses, and because a collar Ills one horse 
is 110 reason why it should (it another. 
Before a collar is purchased every part 
of its face should be carefully pressed, 
that if there are hard lumps in the collar] 
or if it is harder in places than others, it 
may be rejected. Very many collars are 
poorly stuffed—one side is harder than 
tlie other, or some spots are harder than 
others. Such a collar will never be sat- 
isfactory to the man having a wise re- 
gard for tlie comfort and usefulness of 
his horses. One can fit a collar some- 
what to a shoulder by cutting a slit 
along the groove in which the names fit, 
pulling out some of the stuffing, and 
pounding down the face of the collar 
with a stick of wood having no sharp 
corners. A slit should never be cut in 
the face of the collar. 


A sore on the top of Ihe neck may de- 


velop into a very serious thing. Nearly 
always it is caused by one of two things 
—lack of the proper (lap of stiff leather 
under this straps, or improper hitching, 
which makes a heavy weight on the 
horses' necks. This last is to be avoided 
for the additional reason that it adds 
much to the fatigue of the team. Farm 
machinery is now so constructed that 
there will be very little weight on the 
horses' necks, if they are properly hitch- 
ed. If the tongue does not play up and 
down in the neck yoke ring, one should 
make an investigation. Home-made im- 
plements, particularly rollers and drags, 
are frequently so constucted that there 
is so much weight on the horses' necks 
that their labor is increased one-lialf. 
Sometimes only the reconstruction of the 
implement will remedy this, and some- 
times placing the whilHetrees underneath 
instead of on top of the tongue, will 
make the end of the tongue balance as it 
should. 


To have the tugs shave the sides of the 


anftnal is galling to nervous horses, and 
can be avoided by usinn longer whillle- 
trees. Stiff, hard harness adds not a 
little to the fatigue of thd animal—how 
much one can get an idea of when he con- 
siders how it tires him to wear new, stiff 
shoes in plowing. Oil will make the har- 
ness soft and pliable, and at the same 
time will lengthen its life, I cannot 
take space to mention other ways in 
which we may treat horses more h umane- 
ly and kindly, but they can easily be 
found by the honest, intelligent seeker; 
and it is true that it is profitable to the 
purse, aa it should be comforting to the 
mind, to treat all farm animals with re- 
gard to their comfort.—C'oHiitri/ (.Icullc- 
mun.

The Silver Convention. 


Tlie convention of Democratic, Republi- 


can and Populist free-coinage men at Mem- 
phis was watched with much interest 
in political circles in \Va.<-hin<non 
It is 


generally believed that the convention in- 
dicated a sense of weakness on the part of 
the silver leaders, and a realization that 
they must make even more noise than 
heretofore if they are to retain the atten- 
tion of the public. The men who par- 
ticipated in the convention were the same 
who have been clamorous for cheaper 
money for years past. There can be verv 
little additional light thrown upon the 
money question by men like .Senator Stew- 
art, of Nevada, ex-Representatives Brvan 
andSibley. The chief purpose of the con- 
vention seems to be to make possible an 
alliance of the silver men of all political 
laiths with a view to having some effect 
upon the next Democratic or Kepublican 
national conventions. It is not consider- 
ed possible, however, that such an alliance 
could have a more serious purpose, for 
while the Republican silver men of the 
\\est are ready to desert their party for 
the sake of silver, the Southern Democrats 
have not yet readied that stage, Jn the 
event of the adoption of a sound-money 
platform by the Democratic national con- 
vention it is absurd to suppose that men 
like Senators Harris and Daniel, ex-Speak- 
er Crisp and others will abandon the con- 
victions of a lifetime in order to make an 
attempt to force a depreciated currency. 
Kxcept for its spectacular effect tlie con- 
vention can have no other result than 
would naturally attend the delivery of -i 
number of liery aud illogical speeches and 
the adoption of a series of free-silver reso- 
lutions.
